Geese find haven 
on Van Raes farm

Domesticating wild Canada 
}geese, swans and songhirds, and 
generally taming nature; that’s 
the hobby, pastime, and practical- 
ly the sole occupation of Paul Van 
Raes of LaBroquerie, Man. Paul 
keeps his menagerie of 45 Canada 
geese, a large white swan, a dog 
that is half coyote, a hutch of 
white rabbits, a family of bantam 
chickens and several families of 
cats, at his farm about five miles 
northeast of LaBroquerie. 

Vehicle caravan 

Judging by the appearance of 
Paul's yard, he likes collecting 
horse drawn vehicles just as well 
as keeping stock. His small yard 
boasts no fewer than two demo- 
crats, a rubber tired Bennett 
| UBB, a cutter, a light standard 
;sized buggy, a two wheeled gig, 
and two heavier farm wagons, 
eight in all, To pull this caravan 
of equipment, Paul just has one 
team of horses—but they’re dan- 
dies. Like all the other animal 
life around Paul's place, they get 
the best of care and treatment, 
Mr. Van Raes sees to that. 


The Canada geese, most of 
which were born right on the Van 
Raes homestead, inhabit a beauti- 
ful cool home-made pond out be- 
hind the barn. Paul had this pond 
specially built at considerable cost 
for his birds. He regards them as 
his intimate friends. Big ganders 
with black neck bands, birds that 
look as alike as two peas to any- 
one else, Paul calls by their first 
names, ‘Pat, Pat,” he shouts. A 
gander separates itself from the 
flock and slides confidently toward 
its master.

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CNR tests new 
refrigerator car 


Five prototype refrigerator cars, 
built almost entirely of aluminum, 
are being extensively tested by 
Canadian National Railways. 

Designed by CNR and the 
Aluminum Company of Canada 
Ltd., and built by National Steel 
Car, the cars are over 20 percent 
lighter than standard refrigerator 
cars, a reduction of nearly seven 
tons, 

The new units are designed to 
eliminate the expensive wear and 
tear and repainting resulting from 
the corrosion-causing brine solu- 
tion used in the refrigerator sys- 
tems of existing cars. The roof, 
side sheets and ends of the five 
cars have been left unpainted. The 
lightness of the cars and the con- 
sequent reduction in rolling re- 
sistance will also mean operating 
economies. 

Four of the new cars are being 
tested under normal service condi- 
tions in various parts of Canada. 

The fifth car, equipped with 
strain gauges to measure its per- 
formance under stress, is under- 
going a rigorous series of tests 
both on the road and in the la- 
boratory, After testing at CNR’s 
Montreal shops and in service be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto, the 
car will undergo accelerated fa- 
tigue and impact tests at Alumi-

These are to 
be eviscerated, packaged, frozen 
and marketed by Dev, 20.

5,000 turkeys have already been 
processed from the farm, for aj 
total of more than 10,006 for the| 
year, as compared to only 2,800 
during the first year's operation.

set. He should not be encouraged 
to mix substances just to see what 
will happen. 

If you are giving a tool chest, 
be sure the tools are of good qual- 
ity and that the heads of striking 
tools, like hammers, are securely 
| attached. Edge tools, such as chis- 
| els, should be sharp. A dull tool is 
more likely to cause injury be- 
|cause the sharp tool works more 
| effectively. 


A toy for a baby or very young 
child should be washable, large 
enough not to be put in the mouth, 
ear or nose, light enough not to 
cause injury if it falls, and it 
should be non-brittle material, 
never of glass. Celluloid is unde- 
sirable as it presents a sharp edge 
when broken and is also highly in- 
flammable. 

The environment should be con- 
sidered when buying toys. Roller 
skates or a tricycle given a child 
where there are no sidewalks are 
an invitation to try them on the 
nearest paved road. 


And here are a few pointers 
} about use: 
| 

Pencils, crayons, paint brushes, 


and objects used in construction 
sets should never be held in the 
mouth. Serious injuries can result 
jin a fall and broken pieces may 
| be swallowed. 

Electric toys should never be 
handled with wet hands. If a child 
has been playing in snow, make 
him change before he plays with 
jan electric train. 

Skis, sleighs, and coasters can 
carry a child to death or serious 
injury if used on public streets. 
Skates should not worn Cross- 
ing streets. 

Balls of all kinds should not be 
used in the house. 

When not in use, toys should be 
kept in designated places. Many 
a person has suffered crippling in- 
jury i « fall over toys. Adults 
and children should work together 
to put toys away until the user is 
old enough te de it for himself.

Have you ever killed a hog or 
beef for home use, put it in your 
freezer, thinking you have meat 
for months ahead, and then found 
only a week or two later that half 
the carcass is. uneatable?. Many 
have experiencec this but in 
fact it need not happen at all,
